Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 3 Row A Grave 3 lists an “Unknown British 
Soldier. R. C. D.” with no date. We know that this is an Unknown Canadian Soldier, 
Royal Canadian Dragoons. From the Concentration Report we know that this soldier 
was exhumed from a battlefield grave near Erches, France. 

There is only one member of the Royal Canadian Dragoons that was lost at this location 
in all of the Great War. From that we know these remains belong to Lance Corporal 
Cecil George Burton # 15341. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are conclusive that the remains in Plot 3 Row A Grave 3 are those of 
Lance Corporal Cecil George Burton #15341 of the Royal Canadian Dragoons, a unit of 
the Canadian Cavalry Corps. There were no other members of this unit that were lost in 
this location who have not been identified as having a known grave. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The Graves Registration Report (GRRF) tells us that Plot 3 Row A Grave 3 lists 
an “Unknown British Soldier. R. C. D.” with no date. We know that this is an 
Unknown Canadian Soldier, Royal Canadian Dragoons {Attachment #1). 

2. The Concentrations of Graves - Burial Return (COG-BR) shows that the remains 
were recovered near Erches, France at TMC 66e.Q.10.b.5.5. As there was no 
date of death provided by the CWGC records, it was necessary to check all RCD 
men who are listed as missing. Knowledge of the chronology of the Great War 
tells us that the remains could be those of an RCD man that was lost during the 
March 1918 German Offensive ( Operation Michael - Kaiserschlacht) or during 
the August 1918 Canadian Advance ( Canada’s Hundred Days, Battle of Amiens 
8-20 August 1918). 

3. The War Diary (WD) provides the evidence that the Royal Canadian Dragoons 
were in the specific area where the remains were recovered during the August 
1918 offensive east of Amiens {Attachment #3a,b). The two components that are 
important for this case are: (1) the action at Beaucourt on 8 August 1918; and (2) 
the subsequent move east to Warvillers on 10 August 1918. It was here that the 
Dragoons were on the Amiens-Roye road to go south of Roye TMC 66d.M.27.b, 
east of Le Quesnoy TMC 66eL.26.c. Casualties on the 8 th were reported as 9 
killed and 47 wounded. No casualties were reported on the 9 th but on the 10 th the 
diary reports 1 killed and 2 wounded. There were no other casualties in the days 
that followed, specifically in the area where the remains were recovered. 

4. The Area Map from Amiens to Roye ( Nicholson Map 11) shows the movement of 
the Canadian Corps during the Battle of Amiens in August 1918 {Attachment #4). 
The information contained in this map is derived from a number of war diaries of 
the Canadian units in August 1918, detailing where individual divisions, brigades 
and battalions were on specific dates. The two purple squares that were added to 
this map show where the Royal Canadian Dragoons were on 8 August 1918 
when the deaths occurred at Beaucourt and then on 10 August 1918 when there 
was one (1) death near Erches. 

5. The smaller scale Trench Map, an extract of McMaster Map [Montdidier] 662 
396WW1 MAP , depicts the two areas described above. Any remains recovered in 
the area of Beaucourt would be recorded as TMC 66e.D and those in the area of 
Erches would be TMC 66e.Q. The remains noted in the COG-BR were recovered 
at the second location, precisely at TMC 66e.Q.10.b.5.5. 
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6. A list of Possible Candidates was prepared from the information contained in the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) database {Attachment #6). 
The emphasis was on those lost from the Royal Canadian Dragoons in August 
1918, as the prior information showed that was the most logical time for the unit 
to have been at that precise location. Only the last entry is at the correct location

7. In the case of the Royal Canadian Dragoons, a check also had to be made of 
other dates when men were lost and not recovered. The Canadian Cavalry was 
not always linked to the Canadian Corps, thus men could have been lost in other 
actions. Dates ranged from as early as May 1915 to August 1918, during which 
time there are 63 named on the Vimy Memorial {Attachment #7). The analysis 
suggests that none of these men can be the man found where the remains were 
recovered at TMC 66e.Q.10.b.5.5.

The nearest 
the RCD came to where the remains were recovered was at 

Montdidier TMC 66e.V.25, 11 km to the southwest. 


8. A review of the contents of the Circumstance of Death (COD) file for the prime 
candidate, Lance Corporal Cecil George Burton #15341, confirms that we have 
identified the correct soldier (Attachment #8). The document reports that “He was 
one of a party on patrol on the main road between Erches and Andechy, and was 
hit by an enemy shell, which blew him to pieces.” That places Burton at the 
location where the remains were recovered, the only man of the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons missing in August 1918 that was not at Beaucourt. 

9. The War Graves Register (E-13) tells us that the remains of Lance Corporal 
Burton were not knowingly recovered, thus his name is memorialized on the 
Vimy Memorial (Attachment #9). We now know that his remains were recovered, 
allowing for a change to remove his name from the Vimy Memorial and inscribe it 
on the headstone at Plot 3 Row A Grave 3 in the Bouchoir New British Cemetery. 

10. The CWGC Headstone Schedule (HD-SCHD) at the Bouchoir New British 
Cemetery reads “Unknown British Soldier, Known Unto God” (Attachment #10). 

At this time, we do not have a headstone photograph. We do know that other 
headstones in this cemetery have inscriptions that differ from what is shown on 
the headstone schedule. 


Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #11). 

It is our contention that the evidence that the remains in Plot 3 Row A Grave 3 at 
Bouchoir New British Cemetery are those of Lance Corporal Cecil George Burton of the 
Royal Canadian Dragoons, killed in action on 10 August 1918. The headstone at the 
cemetery, and associated CWGC records, should be amended to reflect this 
identification. There are no other candidates that match these specific details.

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) during the Great War 1914-1921. The 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event 
they wish to make changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the 
CWGC has set out their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as 
detailed below. The CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 


Procedure: 

All new identification cases need to be 
assessed in the first instance by the 
Canadian Agency (CA) and submissions 
should go to their office directly. After an 
initial assessment, if the Agency feels that the 
case is compelling, they will then pass all the 
documentation to the Commemorations Team 
at the Commission's Flead Office. Head Office 
will then review the case and inform the CA of 
their findings. The Canadian authorities will 
then decide whether or not any changes to 
the arrangements for commemoration are 
required and inform the Commission 
accordingly. 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 

Cases need to present clear and convincing 
evidence to prove the identity of a casualty 
and must not be based on assumption or 
speculation. The Commission's 
Commemoration Team will also consider 
whether the findings of a better informed 
contemporary investigation are being revisited 
and if there is any new evidence to consider. 
By way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of the 
arrangements for the commemoration where 
it is apparent that no new evidence is being 
presented and, a better informed previous 
decision is being revisited some 100 years 
later. 


The following have participated in the preparation, review and submission of this report on a 
voluntary basis.
